Missionary wins struggle 
after earthquake nightmare

Randy Ellsworth, a 
‘sophomore in pre-med 
from Rockville, Md., is 
trying to turn his 
“nightmare” into a good 
experience.

Guatemalan chapel Feb. 
4, 1976, when the deva- 
stating earthquake that 
would eventually leave 
23,000 dead struck the 
Central American coun- 
try. 

A 60-foot concrete 
steel-reinforeed beam 
fell from the chapel roof, 
landed on the small of 
Randy’s back and pin- 
ned him for six hours to 
the stage floor where he 
had been sleeping. 

At first, he was not ex- 
pected to live, then not

He works out three to 
four hours a day, six 
days a week, in the 
physical therapy room in 
the Richards Building, 
rebuilding his body 
strength. He also takes a 
wrestling class. And he 
speaks three to four 
times a week to various 
groups about his ordeal. 

“This experience 
could have been a very 
bad one, but I’m trying 
to make it a good ex- 
perience,” Randy says. 


“T feel obligated to the 


Lord to help Him by 
sharing. this with 
others.” 

Randy stresses that he 
does not speak to crowds 
to “pull himself up,” but

“J don’t want to be a 
big, important person. I 
just want to help peo- 
ple.” 

The major theme of 
his talks to church 


groups is that everyone - 


has problems “just as 
real as mine, but it’s 
what you do with the 
problem that counts.” 


Randy looks back and 
talks openly and sin- 
cerely about the events 
in his life leading up to 
the fateful experience in 
Guatemala, what has 
happened since that 
time and the experience 
itself. 

“You know, I never 
did really want to goona 
mission and was never 
really too excited about 
the church,”’ he admits. 

One summer, after 
hitchhiking “about 15,- 
000 miles across the con- 
tinental United States,” 
Randy asked himself,

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“what is my life going to 


be?” 
After pondering the 


-question, Randy said he 


realized his greatest 
desire was to “be a good 
member of the (LDS) 
Church” and he deter- 
mined to become so. 

Randy then fought to 
gain a testimony of going 
on a mission and of the 
Prophet “because he was 
the one who was going to 
give me my call.” 

Though this was “‘very 
hard,” he worked dili- 
gently, deciding to go on 
a mission and be the best 
missionary he could be. 

This strong testimony 
of the Prophet was 
Randy’s principal reason 
for determining to return 
to Guatemala after the 
accident, he said. 

“He gave me a call for 
two years, not one. I 
never had any doubt I 
was going to make it 
back to Guatemala.”

After receiving his 
mission call and enter- 
ing Guatemala, Randy 
had a great desire to 
serve among the Indian 
people and learn their 
languages. It was while 
learning a second Indian 
language that the fateful 
earthquake occurred. 

Ordinarily he would 
not’ have slept on the 
stage floor of the chapel, 
but his companion had 
become ill and wanted to 
be close to a restroom. 

After dozing off, “I 
woke to what I thought 
was. a terrible night- 
mare. “It was like a 
giant being was trying to 
crush the whole earth 
like a cookie. And the 
noise was unbelievable. I 
thought the noise alone 
would knock the walls 
over.” 

Randy saw his compa- 
nion being “bounced”’ 
about two feet off the 
ground before being 
slammed back to the 
floor again and again. 

“I didn’t realize I was 
doing the same thing.” 

Still thinking he was 
been dreaming, Randy 
was about to get up 
when a wall, approxim- 


ately 40 X 8, was “blown 


~ away in little tiny pieces 


and the whole edge of 
the roof came down. 


“Then I knew I wasn’t 
dreaming. As I started to 
raise myself up and 
make a run for it, the 
beam came down. It fell 
on my back and hit with 
such force that the beam 
cracked in two. 

“My insides were 
pushed up, making it 
almost impossible to 
breathe. A lot of things 
came out. It felt like my 
eyes were going to pop 
out. I know I shouldn’t 


-have been able to live for 


six seconds, let alone six 
hours.” 

After the beam had 
fallen on him, Randy 
said. he had a ‘“‘flash- 
back.” 

“Everything started to 
go black and dizzy and 
then all of a sudden, as 
so many people have 
said, my whole life 
flashed through my 
mind.” 

Although the 
“flashback” lasted only 
one or two seconds, it 
was ‘‘detailed and slow.”

After some time, two 
missionaries returned 
with a small chisel and 
hammer and began chip- 
ping through the hard 
wood of the stage floor. 
Their goal was to make a 
hole under Randy 
through which they 
could pull him out. 
Others came later began 


pounding away at the 
floor. 


While they were work- 
ing, “another aftershock 
hit. It was a 7.2 on the 
Riehter Scale and 
everything started to 
come in.” 

Randy said the two 
missionaries blessed the 
chapel’s crumbling walls 
to keep them from fall- 
ing in on the workers. 
“Then, without even 
flinching, they went on 
with their work.” 


While the men worked 
on the stage, a local resi- 
dent Randy did not 
know crawled the 20 feet 
through the small open- 
ing that led to where 
Randy was trapped. 


“He grabbed my head 
in his arms and wept. He 
wiped the blood and 
vomit off of my face with 
his own face and said, 
‘My poor little brother, 
my poor little brother, 
you’re going to die.’ ”’ 

Randy felt the concern 
the man showed for him 
was “kind of a ‘thank 
you,’ as if he and all his 


people were saying, 
‘Thank you, Elder, for 
having cared so much to 
go through the suffering, 
the joys and sorrows we 
go through.’ ” 

Later, a woman 
shouted to the man, tell- 
ing him to leave, but he 
responded, “If this mis- 
sionary dies, I’ll die with 
him.” 

The man stayed the 
remainder of the six 
hours till the workers 
were able to lower Randy 
through a hole they had 
cut.in the stage.

While growing up in 
Nebraska, Cavett never 
dreamed he would be a 
television host, partly 
because ‘“‘they didn’t exist 
when I was in college. 
When I was in high 
school, there was an. early 
form of the “Tonight’ show 
with Steve Allen, but it 
never occurred to me that 
that is what I would do. 

“T always thought of 
myself as an actor and 
possibly, just possibly, a 
comedian.” 

Cavett breaks into that 
now famous grin. He 
pauses and adds, ‘Of 
course, sometimes the 
audience just possibly 
thinks of me as a come- 
dian — even when I’m not 
doing comedy.” 


Yale grad 


After graduating from 
Yale in 1958 with a degree 
in English and drama, 
Cavett became a TV actor 
and spent two. seasons 
with a Massachusetts 
summer theater. He wrote 
jokes and skits for the 
Tonight show, the Merv 
Griffin show and the Jerry 
Lewis show from 1961 to 
1964. 

In 1964 he began a 10- 
year stint as a nightclub

comedian. He played in 
such clubs as The Hungry 
“i, Mister Kelly’s and the 
Bon Soir. He also made 
guest appearances on the 
Ed Sullivan show, What’s 
My Line, To Tell the 
Truth and the Tonight 
show. 

Cavett, the winner of 
two Emmy Awards for his 
ABC late-night program, 
says he “‘simply seems to 
drift where the accidents 
are happening.” What 
does the future hold? “I 
don’t have any dreams or 
master plans that no one 
will allow me to put into 
effect,’ Cavett explains. 
“TI always seem to drift 
from year to year into 


something else or else 


drift sideways in the same 
thing I’m in. 

“No, I don’t have any 
unrealized, specific pro- 
jects. I loved doing the 
Broadway play I did for 
three months; I’d like do- 
ing a movie perhaps.” 


Autobiography 


The ‘tedious story” of 
how he climbed the ladder 
of success is outlined in 
his autobiography, 
“Cavett,” on which is col- 
laborated with Christ- 
opher Porterfield in 1974. 

“My advice (to future 
broadcast. journalists) 
would tend to be full’ of 
platitudes, like: Learn as 
much as you can before 
you get to the point where 
you are expected to 
already know it.” 

He laughs and pauses. 

“That’s not such a 
platitude,” he adds. “I’m 
rather proud of that.” 

Cavett says the only 
difficult part of inter- 
viewing celebrities is “‘if 
they’re celebrities and 
only celebrities, then that 
becomes the most dif- 
ficult part. 


Warms up 


“At first the 30 minutes 
seemed short, but now I’m 
used to it and can use the 
30 minutes effectively on 
the air and make it count. 
I used to have the luxury 
of letting the guests warm 
up for awhile at the begin- 
ning.”

“onnyaha shimika,’ Korean for “hello.” Or perhaps 
different but equally unusual sounds from Vietnamese, 
Laotian or Thai speakers. 

The Asian branch has been referred to by some as the 
“little United Nations.” Its members come from all 
parts of Asia, America and other areas of the world. 
Symbolizing the dominant Oriental flavor of the group, 
the branch’s paper is called “The, Fortune Cookie.” 

_ Is ‘unique situation’ 

“We have a unique situation in the branch. We teach 
Sunday School in five different languages — Japanese, 
Mandarin Chinese, Cantonese Chinese, Korean and 
English,” explains Morris Bushman, branch president. 

“About 95 percent of our branch members are con- 
verts to the Church within the last three years,” he 
adds. “One basic goal of the branch is to provide a 
gospel learning experience in the member’s native 
tongue.” 

President Bushman explains the need for Sunday 
School classes in foreign languages: 

“Since many of our members are new in the gospel, 
it’s hard for them to learn its basic principles in 
English.” : 

The only Caucasian in the branch, President 
Bushman began working with Oriental people in 1941 
while serving an LDS mission to the Japanese people in 
Hawaii. 

“The orientals are a sweet, peaceful people. I feel 
more at home with them,” says Bushman, sitting with 
his two counselors, one Chinese and the other 
Japanese.‘‘My wife says I should have been born Orien- 
tale 

“The different nationalities of the members in the 
branch presidency is very helpful,’ adds Bushman. 
“Many times I can’t even pronounce the names of the 
new members.” 


Strong bond exists 


Despite the animosity which often exists among 
various cultures, there is a strong bond among mem- 
bers of the Asian branch. “If there are any difficulties 
among our members, it is usually within a culture and 
not between nationalities,” comments first counselor 
Tom Tamanaha. 

The different nationalities and cultures represented 
in the branch provide the themes for some activities, 
although sometimes they like to do things strictly 
“Western.” 

Activities in the Family Home Evening groups 
provide ‘a spiritual and social experience. Sometimes 
they take this opportunity to show slides of their native 
countries and share their conversion and missionary ex- 
periences. 

One branch member, Paul Chen of Singapore, heard 
about BYU while studying in New York. “My ac- 
counting professor in New York told me of BYU,” says 
Chen, who was looking for another school to attend. “I 
drovea car around to different schools and liked BYU~” 


Chen enrolled at BYU and was baptized in. June of 
1976. He then wrote home to Gee King, his godbrother 
living in Malaysia, and told him about BYU. King 
came to BYU. Other students talk about how they 
were contacted by the missionaries in their homeland.

was walking home from school when the missionaries 
stopped me.” 


Not all of the. members are converts. Larry Lew, 
President Bushman’s second counselor, is an ‘““ABC,” 
an American-born Chinese, a native of Orem with an- 
cestral ties to China. He learned of his homeland and 
the Cantonese language while serving an LDS mission 
to Hong Kong. 

When Lew returned from his mission and began at- 
tending the Asian branch he found it was “‘great to see 
all these ‘dark hairs’ again.” 

The branch also fills the social needs of the Asian 
student. “Many of the newer members are shy and 
afraid to make the first move to start a conversation,” 
says Bushman. “But if you say hello to them they will 
immediately respond.” 


Chance to meet others 


The branch provides an opportunity for Asians to 
meet other Asians, Bushman adds. This is an impor- 
tant function since the Church leaders have recommen- 
ded that members marry within their own races and 
cultures. 

The Asian branch provides a great service and oppor- 
tunity for leadership experience to the new Oriental 
converts at BYU. Many members note they have lear-

BYU’s defense finally produced enough touchdowns 
to emphasize the fact it has saved the Cougar’s bacon 
more times than given credit, as BYU rolled past 
UTEP 68-19 Saturday in El Paso’s Sunbowl. 

The win gave the Cougars a share of the Western 
Athletic Conference title. < 

BYU’s defense literally separated sacs-from-roilliacs 
in breaking the backs of the Miners with 21 points on 
pass interceptions, fumbles, and a lateral grab, in a 
wacky, wide open season capper. 

The Cougars almost had another TD on an intercep- 
tion, but cornerback Bob Prested was stopped on the 
UTEP two-yard line after returning the stolen aerial 
46-yards. 

Linebacker Larry Miller, who stands 6-5, picked off 
the first pass for the Cougar defense and promptly ran 
it back 33-yards to pay dirt. Late in the third quarter, 
Ron Valasco also returned an interception 33-yards for 
a touchdown but that was not the end of what the BYU 
defense had in mind, especially Cougars Mark 
Bernsten and Marc Swenson. 

In the fourth quarter, UTEP players were licking 
their chops, ready to score on the BYU two-yard line. 
On the option, the Miner quarterback attempted to 
pitchout to his runningback. BYU’s Bernsten snatched 
the pitchout in mid-air, and just as the UTEP run- 
ningback tackled him, he turned and lobbed the ball to 
an anxious Marc Swensen, who nearly had a blow-out 
on his tennis shoes as he accelerated 92-yards for a 
touchdown. 

The Miners, utilizing a spread formation, with quar- 
terbacks lined-up on each side of the wide receivers, 
out-did BYU’s offense with 433 total yards to the 
Cougars 419. BYU managed only 261-yards passing 
which is far below their season average of 347 per game. 
But the 68 points BYU stacked up Saturday was a 
school record, erasing the 67 points scored against San 
Jose State in 1967. | : 

Mike Chronister, an All-WAC wide receiver, tied 
another school record by catching his 11th TD pass of 
the season. Starting quarterback Marc Wilson tried to 
set up Chronister all afternoon, but was unable to hit 
him on several occasions when he was open in pay dirt 
territory. It was reserve quarterback Jim McMahon 
who finally found Chronister on a one-yard scoring ri- 
fle. Chronister caught five passes including the one for 
a TD which tied him with former Cougar great Phil 
Odle for the most TD receptions in a season. 

Freshman tailback Scott Phillips became the 
Cougars’ leading ground gainer for the season, rushing 
for 50-yards on nine carries for two touchdowns. 
Phillips has only started two games this season, but has 
been effective in reading his blockers and breaking 
open with his 4.5 speed. The young freshman has the 
size and speed to be great on next year’s team.

Police say the driver of 
one car, Elden L. Price, 
22, and his wife, Janet, 18, 
were injured when they 
attempted a left turn in 
front of the double trailer 
truck driven by George 
Webb, 54, Heber.
